THE OPENING OF THE SEASON—A 
WORD TO RETAILERS. 


THE fall season, as we said in our last issue, 
opens witb good prospects for trade, and even 
the stringency of the money market, of which we 
hear so much in the daily press which reflects 
Wall Street, seems to be a token rather of good 
times than of bad. The book-trade should be 
able to reap its share of this harvest, despite the 
difficulties undoubtedly put in its way by the com- 
petition of dry-goods stores, the fictitious nature 
of publishers’ discounts, and the general demoral- 
ization of the educational retail trade. Against 
all these the retail bookseller has to contend ; 
looked at from the practical side, these must be 
incentives to him to make the most possible out 
of his business, since at most it cannot do what it 
ought. 

A recent failure, of which we may speak further 
hereafter, was attributed chiefly to the causes 
named. Those, however, who were familiar with 
the particular business referred to, knew also that 
there were specific causes which had much to do 
with the non-success. The book-store ought to 
be everything that the book department of the 
dry-goods store is. and something more. When 
a would-be customer asks time and again at a 
retail store for a book which, being of standard 
nature and good demand, ought to be in stock, 
and gets over and again the response that it will 
be got from the publishers next day, he is simply 
repelled from the store, and too often takes refuge 
in the superior enterprise of the dry-goods people. 
The bazaars also of course tempt people with the 
cheaper lines of books which a book-store may or 
may not have in hand. On both of these points 
the regular dealer ought to take a lesson. He 
should, as we have more than once said, not be 
behind the bazaar in keeping a fair stock of the 
cheaper lines of books, which often induce a per- 
son who drops in to look around a book-store to 
become a purchaser to a greater or less extent. 
Then the regular dealer should have alongside the 
cheap issues the standard editions, to which a cus- 
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| sniaisai may be led up by the comparison,

It is in this direction, we believe, that the Amer 
ican retail book-trade should be built up. [ 
should be able to give people cheap books, but it 
should be able to show alongside these the better 
and really creditable editions which many book- 
buyers are willing to pay the price for. It is of 
course difficult with the present margin on books 
to carry a stock of the variety of lines we have 
indicated, but this problem must be faced and 
met. If to a fair stock the bookseller adds 
intelligence and bibliographical information, with 
ready willingness to put it at the service of 
any one who comes—qualities which the bazaar 
people notably have not—he will do more to 
obtain success by deserving it. With every sym- 
pathy for the retail trade in its present difficulties, 
we believe that a great deal more can be made of 
that trade than is done now.

WILLIAM NELSON, the head of the great pub- 
ljishing-house of Thomas Nelson & Sons, died 
iq Edinburgh on Saturday, September 1o. 
house was tounded by his father, Thomas Nelson, 
who at the age of twenty left his father’s farm 
near the field of Bannockburn, and went to Lon- 


don, where he entered the service of a publishing- | 


house—an event that determined the course of 
his after-life. After having received the neces- 
sary business training, and acquired the necessary 
commercial experience, Nelson determined to 
make a start upon his own account, and went 
to Edinburgh, where he rented a small apartment, 
which he occupied as a book: warehouse, stocked

FREDERICK THEODORE VISCHER, the well- 
known German critic, died at Griininghen on 
Wednesday, Sept. 14, in the eighty-first year of his 
age. He was a native of Ludwidsburg, Wiirtem- 
berg, and in early life devoted himself to theol- 
ogy. After serving three years as a tutor in the 
Tiibingen University, however, he abandoned 
theology and devoted himself to esthetics and the 
philosophy of art, taking, in 1837, the Chair of 
Professor of Theology at Tiibingen. In 1848 he 
| was elected to the German National Assembly, 

where he acted with the Moderate Liberals, until 
1849, when he resumed his academic work, and 
continued it untilhisdeath. In 1855 he wascalled 
to a chair in the Polytechnic School of Zurich, a 
position which he held until 1866, since when he 
had acted as Professor of German Literature at Tii- 
bingen and Stuttgart. Among his principal works 
on esthetics are “ Aésthetics, or, science of the 
beautiful,” and ‘‘On the Sublime and Comical.”

famous novelist. He also claimed that he was 
| a nephew of the authoress. He offered to sell 
them an unpublished story of George Sand’s, en- 
titled “‘ Princess Nourmahal,” which was one of 
127 stories that he had to dispose of. On being 
asked for proof of the genuineness of the manu- 
| script, he presented a letter signed by James 
Redpath in which the writer stated that he had 
been assured by Victor L’Amereaux, of The 
Figaro, that the manuscript in Vanderpoole’s pos- 
session was genuine, and expressing great confi- 
dence in Vanderpoole. Mr. Smith then made 
a contract with Vanderpoole for the story, agree 
| ing to give him $1000 for it in instalments. On 
September I, he brought in about 20,000 words 
of the story and was paid $100 on account. 
The story, according to Mr. Smith, “ is a fine one, 
and shows remarkable literary talent.’ Becoming 
suspicious, however, Mr. Smith then telegraphed 
to Zhe Figaro, and found out that Vanderpoole 
had never been, as he said, war correspondent 
for that paper. Vanderpoole, when confronted 
with the evidence and asked for the manuscript 
of ‘‘ Princess Nourmahal,” said that it was locked 
up in an iron safe at his home. When the com 
plainants called at his house at Oyster Bay, L. “ 
he refused to let them enter the house, and said 
that the manuscript was in New York. They 
then went to Justice Kipp and had Mr. Vander- 
poole arrested. Later, Mr. Vanderpoole = 
fessed that he did not have the manuscript, - 
he had read the story and had such aj good mem 
ory that he rewrote it.

Rev. Cleveland Coxe, Bishop of Western 
New York, who discards a conventional treat- 
ment of his subject, and reduces words and 
theories to the hard foundation of demonstrated 
facts; ‘“‘ The First Epistle of St. John,” with ex- 
position and homiletic treatment by Rev. J. J: 
Lias, which originally appeared as a serial in the 
Homiletic Magazine; and the St. Paul’s edition 
of Keble’s “Christian Year,” with the collects 
and a series of meditations and exhortations, 
selected by permission from the works of the Rev. 
Henry Parry Liddon, a handsome volume most 
suitable for a holiday gift-book.

man” (Prof. Felipe Poey, of Havana); ‘‘ Dar- 
win;” ‘‘ The Story of a Stone;” “ An Ascent of 
the Matterhorn;” and “Evolution of the College 
Curriculum,” a practical study of modern educa- 
tional problems, by one of the youngest and 
most successful of college presidents. A book of 
useful hints towards settling the labor prob- 
lem will be entitled ‘‘ High Ground,” by Augus- 
tus Jacobson, one of the many practical and 
thoughtful men who earnestly desire some right 
adjustment of the social disturbances of the day.

| the Atlantic. Homer’s “ Iliad” in Chapman’s 
version, with an introduction by Henry Morley, 
_ will make still another fine edition of this great 
translation. The illustrations, twenty-four in 
number, and all of them full-page, are designed 
by Henri Motte, and afford an excellent test of 
the heliogravure process. Of their juveniles 
perhaps the most noticeable, because the most 
novel, will be ‘“Our Darlings: At Home, In 
| Town, At the Seaside, Inthe Country, and At 
Play,” a book which in its home among the 
French met with a wide success. The fairy-like 
illustrations, printed in colors and gold, are 
scattered liberally over every one of thé oblong 
| pages and the text creeps among them here and 
there wherever it can find a resting-place. ‘‘ Mat-

CHARLES SCRIBNER’S SONS are not yet prepared 
to make. acomplete announcement of their fall 
‘publications, but they have a number of impor- 
tant works in hand, principal among which is ‘‘A 
Collection of Letters of Thackeray, 1847-1855,” 
which have been received with much favorable 
comment while appearing in Scridner’s Magazine. 
These letters, with portraits and with reproduc- 
tions of some of the letters and of the drawings, 
will be published in octavo form, and also in a lim- 
ited large-paper edition in which some novel ideas 
have been carried out. The passages which are in- 
troduced in fac-simile in the text are printed in a 


separate color, in imitation of the writer’s ink of | 


the originals. There are also three letters repro- 
duced in imitation of the originals as inserts in 
the binding. These have the narrow margins, 
and contain some of the writer’s inimitable 
sketches. There are, besides, many reproduc- 
tions of pen-and-ink drawings scattered through 
the book. Several of the portraits of Thackeray 
are printed direct from the wood upon India pa- 
per. The binding is simple, but appropriate and 
effective, the lettering being in copper gold. An- 
other work of importance is the “ Recollections 
of a Minister to France, 1869-1877,” in two large 
volumes, by the Hon. E. B. Washburne, a few 
chapters from which have appeared in Scribner's 
Magazine. The work is elaborately illustrated, 
and is an important contribution to the history of 
Paris and of France during. a period of great in- 
terest. A new volume by Frank R. Stockton, 
** The Bee-Man of Orn, and other fanciful tales,” 
consisting in all of nine stories, will be found en- 
tertaining both by the young people, for whom 
they were written, and by their elders. New and 
cheaper editions of Stockton’s “‘ Rudder Grange ”’ 
and of ‘* The Late Mrs. Null”’ bring these volumes 
in a uniform style of binding and price with “‘ The 
Lady or the Tiger? and other stories,” ‘‘ The 
Christmas Wreck, and other stories,” and ‘‘ The 
Bee-Man of Orn, and other tales.” ‘‘ Guatemala, 
the Land of the. Quetzal,” by W. T. Brigham, 
whose long residence in Central America quali- 
fies him to speak with authority about this inter- 
esting country, will be. published with many illus- 
trations, “A Short History of Architecture,” by 
Arthur L. Tuckerman, who also illustsates the 
volume, will be found of value as a compact trea- 
tise, tree from technical terms and popular ‘in 
style, on the different styles of architecture and 
their artistic and historical relations to each other. 
Professor J. G. Schurman, who’ is at the head of 
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sity, has written a work entitled ‘“ The Ethical 
Import of Darwinism,”. which will be included jp 
the list of the firm’s fall publications. Professor 
Max Miiller’s. *‘ Science of Thought,” in two yo]. 
umes, and a new edition, with a portrait, of ex. 
President Theodore D. Woolsey's Yale sermons, 
entitled ** The Religion of the Present and of the 
Future,” are also included. ‘‘Seth’s Brother's 
Wife,” the novel by Harold Frederic, with its 
vivid pictures of society and politics in the interior 
of the State of New York, which has attracted 
much attention while appearing in Scribner’; 
Magazine, will be issued in book-form. The firm 
is also about to publish an illustrated edition of 
Robert Louis Stevenson’s weird story, “ Kid- 
napped,” and a cheaper edition of the ten vol- 
umes that make up the Aric-d-Brac Series. 
Among the juvenile books which the firm will 
publish is ‘‘ The Modern Vikings : stories of life 
and sport in Norway,”’ by Hjalmar H. Boyesen, 
fully illustrated. ‘‘ The American Girl’s Handy- 
Book,” by Lina and Adelia B. Beard, is similar 
in scope and aim to the book for boys which their 
brother wrote, containing a vast amount of instruc- 
tion and information for girls about games, sports, 
etc., the year round, and being profusely illus- 
trated. ‘‘ The Making of the Great West,” by 
Samuel Adams Drake, also fully illustrated, tells 
the story by topics of the discovery and settle- 
ments of the vast tracts of country to the south- 
west and west in. the same entertaining way that 


| the author described ‘‘ The Making of New Eng- 


land,” carrying the reader into the homes of the 
people and showing him what their modes of life 
were, while overlooking none of the salient events 
of the time. Charles Frederick Holder, the author 
of ‘‘ Elements of Zodlogy,’’ “ The Ivory King,” 
etc., has prepared a volume called “ Living Lights: 
a popular account of phosphorescent animals 
and vegetables,” fully illustrated. James Bald- 
win, the author of ‘“‘ The Story of Siegfried,” 
has prepared another volume, which is richly il- 
lustrated by Howard Pyle, entitled ‘‘ A Story of 
the Golden Age,” in which-he has woven into a 
continuous. narrative the legends. relating to the 
causes of the Trojan War—a preparatory vol- 
ume for the reading of Homer which young people 
are likely to find attractive. New and cheaper edi- 
tions will be issued of Henry M. Stanley’s ‘‘ How 
I Found Livingstone,” and of his story of African 
adventure for boys, entitled “ My Kalulu ;” and of 
Jules Verne’s three volumes of exploration, based 
upon facts and profusely illustrated: “ Famous 
Travels and Travellers,” ‘The Great Navigators 
of the Eighteenth Century,” and ‘‘ The Great Ex- 
plorers of the Ninteenth Century.” 


SCRIBNER & WELFORD’s list of announcements 
comprises a number of valuable works in the de- 
partments of art, philosophy, and sport of which 
we can give but a hint at the time of going to 
press. Their leading work will be a translation 
by John A. Symonds, of Benvenuto Cellini's 
autobiography. A work which the great Goethe 
thought worthy of translating into German, and 
which Auguste Comte placed on his very limited 
list for the perusal of reformed humanity, cet 
tainly needs no. recommendation at our hands. 
It will be issued in two volumes in a limited 
edition superbly gotten up, with a portrait and 
eight etchings by. F, Laguillermie, and eighteen 
plates giving reproductions in gold, silver, and 
bronze of some of the great master’s Wor 
“ Court Life in Egypt,” by A.J. Butler, author 
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of “ Ancient Coptic Churches,” is an interesting, 
as itisalso probably the only authentic, record of 
modern higher life in the Orient by a gentleman 
who had exceptional facilities, as the instructor of 
one of the sons of the Ismail, to make studies 
and observations in Egyptian aristocratic circles. 
Julia Pardoe’s “ Francis I. and his Times” is a 
new edition in three volumes of a captivating ac- 
count of the hero of the “ battle of the giants,” 
illustrated with numerous steel plates. ‘‘ Pictures 
from Holland,” by Richard Lovett, probably one 


of the most attractive of the Pen and Peneil | 


Series, and an edition of “Napoleon in St. Helena,” 
by Barry E. O’Meara, newly edited, with engraved 
portraits and colored illustrations, complete 
their announcements in this direction. In the 
field of theology and philosophy, the most sub- 
stantial seems to be Dr. I. A. Dorner’s ‘*‘ System 
of Christian Ethics,” which has been edited by a 
relative of the author, Dr. A. Dorner, and trans- 
lated by C. M. Meade, Prof. of Hebrew in An- 
dover Theological Seminary, and Rev. R. T. 
Cunningham. In view of the fact that Dr. Dor- 
ner’s previous work on the “ System of Christian 
Doctrine”’ and its reference to eschatology, gave 
rise to the disputations among the Andover 
professors and in Congregational circles, and 
in view of the verdict of the authorities of An- 
dover on the question: of the heresy of ‘certain 
of its members, this work ought to have an in- 
terest apart from its own merit. ‘‘ The Perfect 
Way; or, the finding of Christ” (now first pub- 
lished under the authors’ -names—Anna Kingsford, 
M.D., and Edward Maitland, B.A. Cantab.), 
will be found a most remarkable work The 
Theosophist on its first appearance claimed it to 
be ‘tone of the most—perhaps the most—im- 
portant and spirit-stirring of appeals to the high- 
est instincts of mankind which modern European 
literature has evolved.” - The ‘‘ History of. the 
Philosophy of Religion,” by Prof. Piinjer, trans- 
lated by W. Hastie, with an introduction by Prof. 
Robert Flint, is an exhaustive and ‘scholarly 
treatise of the subject from the earliest times to 
the present. Other works in these departments

‘‘ A Loose Rein,” by ‘‘ Wanderer,” with colored 
illustrations by G. Bowers, a new volume in the 
Handley Cross Series; ‘and ‘*Sports and Anec- 
dotes of By-gone Days,” by C. T. S. B. Rey- 
nardson, with numerous illustrations in color. 
“‘ The Printed Book—its history, illustration, and 
adornment,” by Henri Bouchot, of the National 
Library, Paris, will be found an unusually 
interesting volume, giving in compendious 
form for the general reader a complete his- 
tory of the art of printing and book-making.

Henty, whom the Christian Leader calls ‘the 
brightest of all living writers whose office it is to 
enchant the boys.”’ ‘* Bonnie Prince Charlie” is 
a tale of Fontenoy and Culloden, telling the ad- 
ventures of the son of a Scotch officer in the 
French service who had secretly married the 
daughter ofa noble. The boy, brought up by a 
Glasgow bailie, is arrested for aiding a Jacobite 
agent, escapes in a Dutch ship, is wrecked on the 
French coast, reaches Paris, and serves with the 
French army at Dettingen. He discovers where 
his mother is imprisoned, and through Marshal 
Saxe obtains the release of both his parents. He 
kills his father’s foe in a duel, and, escaping to the 
coast, shares the adventures of ‘‘ Prince Charlie,” 
and finally settles happily in Scotland. It is a book 
of stirring incidents and of historic value. ‘‘ For 
the Temple” is a tale of the fall of Jerusalem 
which weaves the record of Josephus into an ad- 
mirable and attractive plot.. The troubles of the 
district of Tiberius, the march of the legions, the 
sieges of Jotapata, of Gamala, and of Jerusalem, 
form the impressive and carefully studied historic 
setting to the figure of the lad who passes from 
the vineyard to the service of Josephus, becomes 
the leader of a guerilla band of patriots, fights 
bravely for the Temple, and after a brief term of 
service at Alexandria, returns to his Galilean home 
with the favor of Titus. “ With Clive in India” 
deals with the period between the landing of Clive 
as a young writer in India, and the establishment 
of the British Empire in India. The author has 
given a full account of the events of that stirring 
time, battles and sieges follow each other in rapid 
successions, while he combines with his narrative 
a tale of daring and adventure which gives a life- 
like interest to the volume. “In the Reign of 
Terror” tells the adventures of a Westminster 
boy who has become a resident of the chateau of 
a French marquis, and accompanies the family to 
Paris at the crisis of the revolution, ‘ Orange 
and Green” is a tale of the Boyne and Limerick, 
the story of two typical families, one of which had 
come over with Strongbow, and allied themselves 
in feeling with the original inhabitants, wh‘le the 
other have been placed by Cromwell over certain of 
the domains of the former. In the children the 
spirit of contention has given place to friendship, 
and though they take opposite sides in the struggle 
between Jamesand William, their good-will and 
mutual services are never interrupted.

There is also added a supplementary list of libraries, made partly by the 
Bureau of Education and partly from the records of the office of the Liprary 


JOURNAL. In the present shape, with the opportunity given by the printing on alter- 

















nate pages for correcting and extending the list to any date, it is hoped that this 
Lisrary List may be of service to all concerned with the library interest. 

The Liprary List includes also the Libraries of Canada and the other British 
North American Provinces, for which it is indebted to the enterprise and courtesy of 
James Bain, Jr., Librarian of the Free Public Library, Toronto. This is an addition 
which we believe will be of great value and interest, as it is, we think, the first careful 
census of Canadian Libraries.
